$250,000 has been secured through con- 
spiracy and confidence operations on the 
part of promoters, a squad of detectives 
under command of Detective Sergeant 
Clifton Wooldridge swept down on the 
office of L. D. Abbott & Co. at 331 
Wabash avenue, under instructions to 
arrest all officials and employes. 

At the same time instructions were 
sent to St. Louis to arrest L. D. Abbott, 
head of the concern at that place, where 
he is believed to have sought refuge 
following activity of police, Federal au- 
thorities, the Chicago Bureau of Jus- 
tice and alleged victims of the institu- 
tion. 


Other officials of the concern in Chi- 
cago, and for whose arrest 
ridge had warrants, 
Reed, R. B. Hamilton, C. E.

The Abbott company, originally a 
book concern, but now engaged in the 
sale of women’s apparel, advertised 
expressly for salesmen and saleswom- 
en and agency organizers, guarantee- 
ing a salary of at least $100 a month 
and expenses of $18 a week or more. 
In all cases cash security was de- 
manded of applicants, ranging from 
$50 to $540. 

The police and those who answered 
the alluring advertisements assert 
that after contributing. their money 
they were laughed away. 


Got Quarter Million Dollars. 


The aggregate of cash deposits se- 
cured in Chicago is described as ap- 


proximating a quarter of a million 
dollars.

After repeat- 
ing the order, one of the robbers said:

The cgnvicts now turned their att ention to the door.

BOTTLES HURLED, EXPLOSION SHAKES. 

Together the four bottles were smashed against the door, and there was 
an explosion which shook the prion walls. 

The double iron gate was blown open, and a>hole two-feet in diameter was 
torn in its northern half. 

Through the broken gate they rushed out into Water street and ran north 
toward the Missouri Pacific station, four blocks away. 

The explosion had aroused the city. Chief of Pélice Toler, Policeman Staihr 
and John Bruner, a prison guard, led in the chase. 

_ At the Missouri Pacific tracks the convicts. tried: to shield themselves by 
running around the station building, their apparent purpose being to cover 
their retreat until they could reach the river and make a bold attempt to 
swim across. 

See joined in the pursuit at this stage. The officers were now close .upon 
the men, who found themselves in a pocket with the station building on 
one side and a long freight train on the other. Guard Bruner emptied his re- 
peating rifle as he ran, and convict Blake fell. Though mortally wounded, 
Blake attempted to elude Bruner’s fire by crawling under a car. 

Arthur Lane, driver for the Houck-McTenry Express Co., had just driven 
up to the station in his wagon. The convicts, seeing that their retreat was 
cut off on the river side, resolved to make a dash for the woods south of 
the city. ¥ 

The three remaining convicts leveled their revolvers at the expressman 
and jumped into his wagon, ordering him to drive south on Water street back 
over the route by which they had come. 

In this the men showed their utter recklessness: The road which they 
chose to reach the woods took them past the main prison entrance, which 
they had just blown open. There the guards, aroused by the shooting, had 
locked the other convicts in-their cells and were preparing to join in the 
chase. 

DASH PAST GOVERNOR’S MANSION. 

Shots were fired at them as they passed the prison at a gallop. 

Two of the convicts held Lane between themselves and the officers as a 
shield, and thus probably saved their lives. 

With policemen and guards in pursuit, the wild ride continued. The con- 
victs in the wagon shot at passersby and at residents who appeared at win- 
dows and doors. 

Seven blocks south, on Water street, they drove, to an offset in the 
street, which turns to the west at the south end of the Capitol grounds, and 
then resumes its southward course. 

At this offset the wagon passed the Governor's Mansion, a few feet to 
the west. Gov. Folk, tn his office in the Capitol, 100 yards away, did not 
hear the explosion or the shooting. 

On went the gareees horses to Madison street, 
inansion. 

Here again was almost frenzied daring displayed by the fugitives. They 
commanded McHenry to turn west into Madison street, the city’s busiest ang 
m@st crowded thoroughfare. Straight to the south lay at least a chance of 
freedom in the woods. 

Just before Madison street was reached, Charles Raymond, one of the con- 
victs, was wounded and fell from the wagon. This left only Vaughn and 
Ryan to be disposed of. 


Two blocks west of Water street, © n Madison street, is the Madison Ho- 
tel, in front of which a number of citizens and guests were assembled. 
Among these were George Walthers, G erhart Crevelt and Leonard Green. As 
the wagon approached the hotel the th ree young men ran out to check the 
flight of the convicts.

Green, who was unarmed, ran to th e middle of the street and grasped the 


bridle reins of the galloping horses, holding on desperately and forcing them 
to stop. 


Walthers .covered Ryan and Vaugh n with his revolver and demanded that 


they surrender. 

The answer was a volley of shots from the onvicts, 
and unstrung and all their bullets went wide. 

Vaughn, revolver in hand, jumped from the wagon and attempted to shoot 
Green, who still held the horses, but his weapon amnissed fire, and Green 
lunged forward, pinioned the convict’s arms and took ihe revolver from him. 

Ryan, meanwhile, had surrendered to Walther. The two young men held 
their prisoners at the éntrance to the hotel until the wfficers arrived. 

Policeman Staihr, who had obtained a light buggy to aid him in the pur- 
suit, was the first to arrive. 

FOLK QUESTIONS DYING MAN IN VAIN. 

Vaughn and Ryan were driven to the Penitentiary in the wagon which 

they had used in their attempt to escape. On the way back. Raymond, who 


still lay wounded in the street, was picked up. Penitentiary guards searched 


the railroad yards for Blake, who was known to be wounded, and found him 


lying under a freight car. 


Blake died in the Penitentiary hospital four hours later, afte? Gov. Folk 
had made an ineffectual attempt to ind uce him to tell whete the 
théir arms and explosives.

Not the First Action Taken 
Against Atlantic Com-

Mrs. Rose Ryan filed a damage and 
injunction suit in the Circuit Court on 
Saturday against the Atlantic Quarry 
and Construction Co. and against Felix 
Anderson of 4319 Washington boulevard.

NEW BUILDING NEEDED 





Assembly Will Be Asked to 
Pass an Emergency 
Bill. 


Unless the Municipal Assembly has- 
tens to pass an ordinance appropriat- 
ing $8000 for the maintenance of & in- 
Sane patients at the State Asylum at 
Farmington, they may be sent back to 
St. Louis. 

If these patients were returned to the 
city, neither the Insane Asylum nor the 
Poorhouse, both overcrowded, would 
have a place for them. At the Poor- 
house there are now 872 incurable In- 
Sane and 555 paupers—the largest num- 
ber of either class ever in the institu- 
tion. There are 68 patients at the asy- 
lum and & in the Farmington. 

The money for the.maintenance of the 
city's charges in Farmington is over- 
due the State now, but there is not a 
.cent to meet the obligation. 

The Municipal Assembiy appropriated 
$8000 May 6, with the expectation that 
before the sum was exkausted the city 
would nave a new building in which to 
house the 100 patienis transferred to 
the State institution. 

The bill for the care of those patients 
had to be paid to the State in ad- 
vance. The appropriation is now ex- 
hausted, and the city owes the State 
several hundred dollars. The biil is 
growing daily. 

For. the maintenance of insane pa- 
tients at the Farmington institution St. 
Louis pays the State $11 a month each. 
To care for a patient at the City Asy- 
lum costs $15 a month. 

An ordinance providing for an addi- 
tional contingent fund, from which the 
State’s bill may be paid, will be pre- 
sented to the Municipal Assembly next 
week. Later the Board of Health will 
recommend the erection of a new build- 
ing, even ff the bond ordinance, in 
which the improvement is contemplated, 
should fail of passage.

‘Men Must Be Pacified if Ex- 
pected to Work,” Say 
Chiefs.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—The Herald 
prints today a letter -from a _ special 
correspondent at Panama, in part as 

follows: 

“The recent importation of 300 negro 
women from Martinique and the state- 
ment that more are to be brought by 
the canal commission officiais in charge 
of the labor branch of the work have 
stirred up the Americans of the isth- 
mys. 

“These ministers are 
the course of the officials. They declare 
the only way to straighten out the 
whole transaction is to stop women and 
to compel those now here to marry or 
go back. The canal officials say they 
are compelled to pacify the laborers, 
and point out that ceremonial marriages 
are alniost unknown among blacks in 
Caribbean lands. 

‘In order to keep the negroes at work 
on the canal the commission, through 
its branch of labor and quarters, sent 
agents to Jamaica and Martinique to 
bring to the isthmus as many negro 
women as wished to come. They were 
oftered free transportation on an 
American vessel, and the promise of 
food ard guarters until they could pro- 
vide for themselves. There was no 
trouble “in Martinique in getting to- 
gether 300, and these arrived at Colon 
on-the steamship Floridan a few days 
ago.

Riot When Boat Lands.

N American passing an Italian 
settlement saw a group of men 
who were doing something un- 
to his eyes. One of them 

shouted “Gamba!” which the spectator 

was informed afterward meant **Legs!”’ 
or, in the American vernacular, “‘Down 
front!” The group scattered a little. 


A disk several inches thick, a foot or 
more in diameter and a disk shade of 
yeliow in color rolled across the peb- 
bled ground from its center. The 
heavy disk plowed its way for several 
rods toward a set mark. It fell on its 
side several feet“ short of the mark. 
One of the men marked the spot at 
which its journey ended, and the cheese, 
for such the disk proved to be, was 
carried back to the group. 


A second man took it up, much as 
he would a bowling bail, and, shout- 
ing “Gamba! at a grimy Italian 
youngster who had run teward the 
mark which the last roller had at- 
tained, he threw it forward on its edge. 
He beat the first roller by several 
inches. The others in turn rolled the 
cheese, some sending it beyond, some 
falling short. 


The man who had rolled the cheese 
nearest to the mark tucked the disk, 
now somewhat grimy from much 
trundling over the ground of the park, 
under his arm and walked away with 
it. 

The spectator, much interested, talked 
with one of the Italians who could 
speak English with some degree of in- 
telligence, and found that they had been 
playing one of several games which are 
played with cheeses in Southern Italy. 
kwach of them had paid the piper after 
the fashion in Italy by contributing to 
the purchase price of the cheese, with 
the understanding that he who won 
should have it as his reward. Eating 
a cheese after it has done service as a 
road roller has no terrors for the 
Southern Italian. 


This son of Southern Italy explained 
that at the cuccagna, or ‘‘timekiller,” 
as his compatriots aptly term an after- 
noon of sports, the formaggio, or 
cheese, is frequently found on the sport- 
ing fleld.

FROM THE CONDEMNED CELL. 


HEN Clarence S$. Darrow, champion of the under dog and disciple of 

Tolstel, wrote his book “‘Resist Not Evil,” the reviewers looked at it 

askance, because it was couchedin sermonic style. It was a preachment, 
and although sineere and able, it did not attract. 

But his newest book, “An Eye for An Eye,” is of another stamp. As de- 
scribed on the wrapper, it is “the story of 2 murder and its penalty, told in 
the murderer’s own words to a friend who sits up with him in prison the night 
before the hanging.’’ 

In the “Ballad of Reading Gaol,’’ Oscar Wilde tried to enter into the feel- 
ings of the condemned murderer, to show his shame and his utter abandon- 
ment by society. But Wilde was a transient prisoner and his tale of woe is in 
the main personal. Darrow, in his experience as criminal lawyer, has doubt- 
less listened to the confession of the murderer more than once and certamly in 
this narrative he seems to give us a picture cf the mental and physical hor- 
rors that enguif the condemned murderer which, if not an exact transcript 
of an actual confession, is at least the next thing to personal experience. 

Of course, Mr. Darrow’s object in this picture of blackest tragedy is to 
show precisely what it means for organized society to deliberately take human 
life. And he does it by telling fie story from the victim’s standpoint, with- 
out any moral but that which is self-evident. 


As many anothér man has done, this condemned man is to go to the gadl- 
lows for a crime committed in the white heat of anger, over a trifling matter, 
the burning of a steak by his wife. But onc sees how this offense is only the 
last act of a drama of squalid day-by-day misery, such as the poor are com- 
pelled to suffer continually, and that the blow which ended the wife’s recrim- 
inations was but the outward and visible sign of two lives already destroyed 
piecemeal by poverty and ignorance. 


Hence, when the State, deliberately and ceremoniously, in cold blood, 
visits vengeance upon the surviving victim of this complication of heredity, 
neglect and environment, it appears to many thinkers to be the greater of- 
fender against justice. And this is the lesson Mr. Darrow is trying to teach. 

But there is more than the effect of the punishment upon the prisoner, 
even if condemned to death. He has already suffered that psychological tor- 
ture so ably described by Dickens in the case of the murderer of Bill Sykes. 
The infliction of the death penalty may be to him but a relief from all his 
troubles. The effect upon the rest of us is, perhaps much worse. 


“One thing I noticed a good deal that I never thought anything about un- 
til that feller came and. spoke,” says the condemned man, “that was how 
the outsiders was really the ones that got punished the worst. It. was really 
sickening to see how some of them poor women would cry and take on be- 
cause their man was in jail, and how they’d work and scrub night and 
day and nearly kill themselves to earn money to get him out; and then 
the little children that come to see their fathers, how they’d stay out of 
school and work in the packin’ houses and laundries and do anything for 
a little money to help them out. Hones’ly, I believe if anyone stays ’round 
here for a week he'll see that the people that ain't done nothin’ is punished 
a good deal more than the others.’’ 

The murderer himself has a child, about whose future he is concerned, 
just as any innocent father might be. Is it possible that a murderer has 
these human feelings, on the brink of the fata] drop? Is it true of all of 
us that. 
: “None can tell to what red Hell 
His sightless soul may stray.” 


Is it not presumptuous for Jim Jackson, who has slain. the chiid’s mother, 
to moralize to the effect that “It seems as if the State had ought to do 
something for a child when the State kill fts father that way, but it don’t 
unless they sends him to a poorhousSe, or something like that.”’ 

Of course, this is silly sentimentality. And yet—read Darrow’s book, or 
rather, put yourself in the condemned man’s place, as you can hardly help 
doing if you read “An Eye For An Eye,” and you may become as Senti- 
mental on this subject as Clarence Darow himself.

The straight left hand is one of the 
oldest and most effective blows in 
the repertoire of the boxer. Henry 
Pearce made it famous over one hun- 
dred years ago. Despite all the swings, 
torpedo punches, solar plexus wal- 
lops, corkscrews, hooks and other so- 
called new blows—all old as Adam-— 
the straight left continues to be the 
most natural and effective means of 
fence and offense known to the glove- 
man. 

In the Sunday Post-Dispatch of last 
week Prof. Bill Clark, the Belfast 
Chicken, advocated the merits of this 
punch. In the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
of this week Prof. Clark further sets 
forth the virtues of the straight left. 
It is the alpha and omega of boxing, 
this knowledge of how to use the left 
hand with precision and force. 

Hooks and half hooks, snap punches 
and the swing have done a deal to 
drive the straight left out of fashion. 
Jeffries’ crouch makes it unavailable, 
for a man has got to stand up straight 
and gracefully to deliver it. Jeffries 
is restricted to a half hook by his 
crouch, His immense weight, strength 
and natural inclination to use his left 
in preference to his right, makes this 
‘awkward punch effective with him 
iwhere it would not be so with anoth- 
,er man. The writer is a firm believer 
in the virtues of the Mace schéol of 
boxing, straight hitting, no swinging

The fact that something was wrong 
was first discovered in the sencral cf- 
fices of the company at Indianapoils, to 
which Dr. Lippman’s reports are sent 
before being seen by the local agents. 

When reports of examinations cauie in, 
without applications having been yre- 
ceived, the company made {Ynquiry of 
the St. Louls office and the scheme 
was discovered. 

It is alleged against Lehrberg also that 
he drew up at least one bogus insur- 
ance policy and attempted to. sell it, 
failing because the intended victiin not- 

the unusual celerity with which it 
was obtained. 

Among those made victims by 
berg are said to be Patterson Bain, 
manufacturer, living in Ferguson, who 
paid $75 to Lehrberg; Marion H. Frank- 
lin of 3504 Harper street, Inspector for 
the North American Investinent Co.; A. 
J. Meier, superintendent of the National 
Tead Co., and Harry E. Sprague of the 
Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. 

In »nost cases, it is alleged, Lehrocrg 
obtained checks made out to himself. 
Where this was refused, it is said, he 
endorsed checks made to the Interstate 
company and cashed them. 

The charge of forgery was made for 
the reason that extradition will prob- 
ably be easier if he is caught under 
that charge. 

Lehrberg lived at the Blue Grass Ho- 
tel, leaving there the first of the week.

Defaulting - Young Toiler 
Blames Fast Life for 
Quick Downfall. 


Trying to be a good son and a good 
fellow at the same time is the reason 
given by .the family of Philip W. 
Gauss, the young teller of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co.’s savings department. 
who was arrested Friday, charged with 
pefng $6001.38 short in his accounts, for 
hits downfall. 

When Gauss’ father, J. B. Gauss, died 
14 years ago, the young man took 
charge of the family, consisting of his 
mother and his three younger brothers. 
He succeeded in making enough money 
to keep up their house at 6150 Plymouth 
avenue, an old-fashioned frame house of 
the colonial’ type, surrounded by great 


lawns. 

Even when. his brothers went to work 
he owas still the. mainstay of the family. 

His brothers say that, though they 
knew he was leading a rather fast life, 
he never failed to contribute every 
month: the major portion of che earnings 
of the: four brothers. 

Saturday’ morning the news of her 
son's defaication had not yet been com- 
munieated: to..his. mother. Mrs. Anna 
Gauss, Gauss telephoned to his brother 
Charlies when. he was arrested, but the 
three brothers decided that they would 
keep their mother from learning the 
truth as long as possible. 

“Philip hag been burn 
at both ends,”’ said Charles Gauss to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday. “We 
knew all along that he was having too 
good .a time, but we never suspected 
that he had got himself into such seri- 
ous. trouble. There never has been a 
time when: he did not do everything in 
his power to contribute to the support 
of his family. In fact, almost all of his 
salary went that way. 

“{ suppose that was why he was led 
to take the’ money of the trust company 
when he went out with his friends. He 
was generous to a fault, and I have 
no doubt that one of his so-called 
friends, or several of them, willingly 
spent his money for’ him.” ; 

In -hts- confession Gauss said that 
money which he had given to a friend 
who was in difficulty had been largely 
responsible for his shortage. He re- 
fused to say who the _ (friend was. 
Charlés Gauss, in answer to the ques- 
tion, said: 

“IT don’t know anyone in rticular to 
whom Philip gave money. We knew he 
was having a good time, because some- 
times he wouldn’t come home at night, 
but he was always silent about his af- 
fairs and never told any of us what he 
had been doing and who he was going 
with.”’ 

When his shortage was discovered he 
toaid officials of trust company that he 
had been preparing to confess the whole 
matter. The shortage was discovered 
Thursday. The company will lose noth- 
ing by the shortage as the National 
Surety. Co. was on Gauss’ bond for 
$10,000. 

Gauss was arrested in the office of the 
National Surety Co. on a warrant charg- 
ing embezzlement. He was taken to the 
Four Courts; where he made a con- 
fession. 

All of Gauss’ brothers 
the youngest being 22 years of age. 
Their names are’ Charlie. Ralph and 
John. Charlie says that he expects the 
loss of his brother's position will result 
in the removal of the family to a more 
economical residence than the one they 
are maintaining.
